7th of June next, when his Lordfhip and Barén 
Power are to return, in order to an end to this 
very interefting and important trial.

Major Scott rofe, and faid, in confequence of the

* that operation. It was premature in this place to 
ive any opinion on the charges already before the 
Houte. e-had no fcruple of owning without he- 
fitation or referve, that the charges did contain ve- 
ry weighty and important materials, which would 
- require the molt folemn and deliberate attention and 
_inveltigation of Parliament. This was his opinion 
of the objects which the papers now before the 
Houfe exhibited. “He confidered himfelf and eve- 
ry individual in the Houfe bound in confcience to 
give the queftion a moft impartial and ferious dif- 
. cuffion ; and he for one was ‘anxious to profecute 
"the man, whoever he was, to whom the dreadful 
enormities ftated in thefe papers applied, to condign

A correfpondent begs.the public attention to a few 
plain fas, which he is forfy have not made that im- 
preflion on people in power, which he thinks they 
ought to have done. 

The raw materials of moft manufaétures in their 
improved ftate, enhance their value beyond all com- 
putation. 

One hundred pounds laid out on wool, and that 
wool manufactured into goods for the ‘Turkey mar- 
ket, and raw filk brought home and manufaétured 
here, will increafe that hundred pounds to five thou- 
fand. his quantity of filk manufafure fént to 
New Spain would returo ten thoufand pounds.— 
Though the Turkey market be in a great meafure 
fhut againft the Britith manufaéturer, his goods have 
found a vent in many other foreign markets ae 
profitable. Thefe profits become in a few years dif- 
perfed among all orders and degrees of perfons, fo 
that they not only enrich individuals, but become a 
public good. 

The fame may be faid of a parcel of iron-/fone, 
which when originally digged from its natural bed 
is not worth more than five fhillings, but when ma- 
nufactured into iron and fteel, and thence moulded 
into all the various articles of iron-ware, is capable 
of producing a fum not lefs than ten thoufand 
pounds. 

Steel may be made near three hundred times 
dearer than flandard-gold, weight for weight; for 
fix of the fteel wire {prings for watch pendulums, 
fhall weigh but one grain, and when appropriated 
by our greateft artifts they fhall each be worth feven 
fhillings and fixpence, or two pounds five hillings 
for all the fix; or two hundred and feventy-two 
pence; whereas a fingle grain of gold is worth no 
more than two-pence. 

Twenty acres of fine flax manufa@tured into the 
deareft and moft proper goods for foreign markets, 
may on return produce ten thoufand pounds. One 
ounce of thé fineft Flanders thread has been fold in 
for four pounds, and fuch an ounce made in. Flan- 
ders into the finelt lace may be fold here for forty 
pounds,which is about ten times the price of ftandard 
gold, weight for weipht. 


That fine thread is. {pun by children, whofe feel. 


they are capable of {pinning fuch an exquifite thread, 
even fmaller than the fineft hair ; and one ounce of 
that thread is faid to reach in length 16,000 yards.
